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The Court orders that the motion for immediate consideration is GRANTED.
The motion to waive production of the transcript is GRANTED.

In lieu of granting leave to appeal, pursuant to MCR 7.205(D)(2), the Court further orders
that the January 7, 2011, order, which denied the prosecution’s motion to revoke defendant’s bond, is
REVERSED and the matter is remanded for revocation of defendant’s bond. Defendant was convicted
of first-degree murder and his appellate proceedings are now concluded; therefore, he is not entitled to
an appeal bond. The trial court shall forthwith direct defendant to appear before the court at which time
the trial court shall revoke defendant’s bond and remand him forthwith to the Michigan Department of
Corrections.

This order is to have immediate effect, MCR 7.215(F)(2). The Court retains no further
jurisdiction.
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
